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County to drop electrical fee cut

The Green County Fiscal 
Court voted unanimously 
to strip county fees from a 
proposed electrical inspec¬ 
tion ordinance at Thursday’s 
regular April meeting. 

Magistrates gave first 
reading to an ordinance that 
will set the rates for electri¬ 


cal inspection of residential 
and commercial properties. 
The new ordinance will elimi¬ 
nate the requirement that a 
percentage of the fee be paid 
to the county. 

“There is no paperwork 
that we have to do and there 
is no cost to the county since 
the inspectors contract to do 
the work,” said Green Coun¬ 
ty Judge-Executive John 
Frank. 


During a special called 
March meeting inspectors, 
which are approved by the 
county, had requested a new 
county ordinance to allow the 
10 percent fee their contract 
requires they send to the 
Fiscal Court be passed on to 
customers. The old ordinance 
set the fee rate and then re¬ 
quired inspectors to send 10 
percent to the county. 

Longtime residential in¬ 


spector Dewayne VanArs- 
dale said after expenses, in¬ 
cluding the 10 percent paid 
to the Fiscal Court, there is 
not much financial incentive 
for the inspectors. 

The new ordinance, which 
is scheduled for a second 
reading April 30 set the cost 
for an electrical inspection 
permit at $20, residential 
and small commercial in¬ 
spections at $60 per trip and 


large commercial inspections 
at 1 percent of the contract. 
The emergency inspection 
fee will be $75. 

The ordinance is sched¬ 
uled for second reading at 
a special called meeting to¬ 
morrow. Also on the agenda 
is first reading of the Fiscal 
Court’s 2-15-16 budget and 
review and discussion of the 
recently passed insurance 
premium tax ordinance.

to K & S Liquidation from 7 
a.m.-4 p.m. CDT Thursday 
and Friday and from 7 a.m. 
to 2 p.m. Saturday. 


Council looks at 
possible leash law

City officials are explor¬ 
ing the possibility of a city¬ 
wide leash law in response 
to citizen complaints of dogs 
attacking other dogs, with 
humans sometimes caught 
in the middle. 

City Councilwomen Sandi 
Moran and Emily Jeffries, 
both of whom have been ap¬ 
pointed to a committee to 
study the matter, said that in 
recent years in the city there 
have been at least seven dogs 
attacked by other dogs and 
four of those have resulted 
in the deaths of the attacked 
dogs. In one instance a wom¬ 
an out walking her dog was 
injured in an attack and in 
another a dog was attacked 
while its owner was holding 
it in her arms. 

Currently there is no 
blanket requirement that 
pets be restrained since 
most behave themselves. In 
2007 the City Council adopt¬ 
ed an ordinance to address 
domestic animals creating 
a nuisance. That ordinance 
amended the city’s nuisance 
ordinance to define behavior 
by dogs, cats and other pets 
where they can be deemed 


a public nuisance. The ordi¬ 
nance specifically says that 
individual pets that have 
not been deemed a public 
nuisance are not required to 
be restrained. 

Under that ordinance, 
it falls on members of the 
public to report potential 
nuisance animals through 
formal complaint to the City 
of Greensburg code enforce¬ 
ment officer at City Hall or 
to the Greensburg Police 
Department. The animal is 
then prohibited from run¬ 
ning at large. The owner 
of the animal may be cited 
and the animal may be im¬ 
pounded if it is later found 
at large. 

“The public needs to know 
that if there is an issue they 
need to call City Hall, make a 
complaint, give a description 
of the dog, tell if they know 
who owns it and then it can 
be enforced. 

Moran said enforcing the 
existing ordinance would go 
a long way toward resolving 
some of the issues. 

“It is incumbent on the 
citizens to call in and if this 
is enforced we may not need 
the leash law,” she said. “If

April 24 has been designated Tax Free¬ 
dom Day for 2015. Tax Freedom Day, 
calculated by the Tax Foundation, is the 
day when the nation as a whole has earned 
enough money to pay off its total tax bill 
for the year. So it may be a good time to 
review your own situation to determine if 
you can “free” yourself from some invest¬ 
ment-related taxes in the future. 

Of course, Tax Freedom Day is some¬ 
thing of a fiction, in practical terms, be¬ 
cause most people pay their taxes through¬ 
out the year via payroll deductions. Also, 
you may not mind paying your share of 
taxes because your tax dollars are used 
in a variety of ways — such as law en¬ 
forcement, food safety, road maintenance, 
public education and so on — that, taken 
together, have a big impact on the quality 
of life in this country. Nonetheless, you 
may well want to look for ways to reduce 
those taxes associated with your invest¬ 
ments, leaving you more money available 
to meet your important goals, such as a 
comfortable retirement. 

Fortunately, it isn’t really that difficult 
to be a tax-conscious investor, as some 
of the best retirement-savings vehicles 
have built-in tax advantages. For start¬ 
ers, depending on your income level, your 
contributions to a traditional IRA may be 
tax-deductible, so the more you put in (up 
to the maximum of $5,500, or $6,500 if 
you’re 50 or older), the lower your annual 
taxable income. Plus, your earnings grow 
on a tax-deferred basis. 

If you meet certain income guidelines, 
you may be eligible to contribute to a 
Roth IRA. The contribution limits for a 
Roth IRA are the same as those for a tra¬ 
ditional IRA, but the tax treatment of your 
earnings is different. In fact, your Roth 
IRA earnings can grow tax free, provided 
you don’t take withdrawals before 59!^ 
and you’ve had your account at least five 


years. (Roth IRA contributions are not 
tax-deductible, however.) 

Even if you have an IRA, you can 
probably also participate in your employ¬ 
er-sponsored retirement plan, such as a 
401(k), a 403(b) or a 457(b). You typically 
contribute “pretax” dollars to these types 
of retirement plans, so your contributions 
will lower your annual taxable income. 
Plus, you’ll benefit from tax-deferred 
earnings. And employer-sponsored plans 
have much higher contribution limits 
than an IRA; in 2015, you can put in up 
to $18,000 to a 401(k) or similar plan, or 
$24,000 if you are 50 or older. 

Beyond contributing as much as you 
can afford to tax-advantaged retirement 
plans, how else can you take greater con¬ 
trol of your investment-related taxes? One 
move is to avoid frequent buying and sell¬ 
ing of investments held outside your IRA 
and 401(k). If you sell investments that 
you’ve held for less than one year, your 
profit will be taxed as ordinary income, 
with a rate as high as 39.6%. But if you 
hold investments at least one year before 
selling them, you’ll just pay the long-term 
capital gains rate, which is 15% for most 
taxpayers (20% for high earners). So, 
from a tax standpoint, it pays to be a “buy- 
and-hold” investor. 

Taking full advantage of your IRA and 
401(k) and holding your investments for 
the long term aren’t the only tax-smart 
moves you can make — but they can give 
you a good start on making investing less 
of a “taxing” experience.

ter among a foursome 
is reduced from walk¬ 
ing together down the 
fairway, but they’ve 
also provided cover for 
the player who has a 
bad lie in the rough.
